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Campus tor Change 


The Presidio Trust is ready to turn a collection of largely untouched historic military buildings into a hub for social and environmental justice.

In the northeast corner of the 
idyllic Presidio lies a 106-year-old mili- 
tary fort dubbed the “guardian of the 
Golden Gate.” Throughout its tenure, it 
has been a site for the anti-war move- 
ment, class divides, and a treasured home 
for native wildlife — but since 1994, it’s 
stood mostly empty. 

Now, Fort Winfield Scott is ready to 
be of of modern use to San Francisco. 
In January, the Presidio Trust put out 
a request for proposals from parties in- 
terested in turning its collection of 22 
buildings into a “Campus for Change,” 
with an estimated $200 million cost of 
revitalization. 

“The idea of using Fort Scott for a 
special purpose, for a higher purpose, 
has been around since the beginning of 
the Presidio,” says Presidio Trust CEO 
Jean Fraser. “We've been conceptualiz- 
ing this for a long time.” 

For San Franciscans who haven't 
heard of the fort or don’t often venture 
to the Presidio, Josh Bagley, the trust’s 
director of real estate development, de- 
scribes it as a “series of historic build- 
ings in an historic forest.” The Ohlone 
first occupied the area before Spain, 
Mexico and, ultimately, the United 
States used it as a military post. 

Fort Scott has 10 Mission Reviv- 
al-style buildings that circle a green 
outdoor space, which serves as a habi- 
tat for native flowers and animals. With 
another 12 adjacent buildings, the site 
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has been home to dorms, offices, class- 
rooms, gyms, a jail, and even a fallout 
shelter — totalling nearly 300,000 
square feet of indoor space. Plus, the 
30-acre site is next to impressive views 
of the Bay and Golden Gate Bridge. 

Though only one organization will 
have its proposal accepted, the Presidio 
Trust envisions it as a hub for many. 

“This will never be a private space,” 
Bagley says. “This will always remain an 
open campus.” 

As Bagley and Fraser repeatedly 
referenced during a tour of the site, the 
Presidio Trust is on strong financial 
ground to take on this project and wait 
for the right option. Revenue from 
roughly 3,500 residents and more 
than 4,000 workers in the Presidio 
has boosted the trust’s annual budget. 
Based on the trust’s by-laws, it must be 
reinvested in the area. 

But whatever moves in must be 
financially capable; like its Presidio 
home, Fort Scott is part of the National 
Park Service and must be financially 
self-sufficient. The Presidio has been a 
designated National Historic Landmark 
since 1962. 

Part of the estimated cost for the 
site’s renovation includes restoration, 
plumbing and electrical additions, and 
transportation. Plus, the U.S. Park 
Police station sits at the site, and may 
be relocated within the grounds. As an 
additional qualification for candidates, 
the Presidio Trust is adamant that this 
shot at real estate is mission-driven

toward benefiting societal or environ- 
mental change — while preserving Fort 
Scott’s historic and cultural value. 

But the fort itself is worth the 
effort. One of the treasures is a locked- 
away set of murals artist Perrin Gerber 
painted in 1956-57 when he was as- 
signed to serve at the Presidio service. 
With the help of three other artists, 
Gerber depicted army life on the walls 
of training classrooms. 

The murals have deteriorated a 
great deal but show enlisted officers in 
administrative roles, playing baseball 
by the Golden Gate Bridge, undergoing 
training in a gas chamber, combatting 
enemies in a jungle setting, and crouch- 
ing from a mushroom-like explosion. 
Another set of black-and-white mu- 
rals painted solely by Gerber is said 
to be how servicemembers imagined 
civilian life as family men, musicians, 
photographers, and patrons of fancy 
restaurants. 

Another notable building in the fort 
is the former jail, which features signs 
like “no smoking in bed,” along with 
human cages to separate rowdy pris- 
oners. It was even home to a mutiny of 
drafted soldiers resisting the Vietnam 
War, who were charged with desertion. 

While allegedly trying to escape in 
1968, 19-year-old Richard Bunch — 
who was charged with going AWOL — 
was shot and killed. His death started 
a riot among prisoners who made 
demands for an investigation, better 
jail conditions, and an end to the rac-

ist treatment of Black prisoners. The 
group — which became known as the 
Presidio 27 — were formally charged 
with mutiny and threatened with the 
death penalty before public outcry led 
to shorter sentences. 

“The whole episode raised the issue 
of the anti-war movement from within 
the military, which was an important 
component of the larger anti-war 
movement,” says Federal Preservation 
Officer Rob Thompson. “This is just an- 
other example of how different layers 
of history at the Presidio and here at 
Fort Scott, in particular, present them- 
selves and could offer some really inter- 
esting opportunities for interpretation 
to the public in the future.” 

The mutiny wasn't be the only 
divide between soldiers and high- 
er-ranking officials, Thompson adds. 
While enlisted men had barracks and 
recreation centers, officers enjoyed a 
fancy clubhouse and tennis courts that 
showed a stark class division at Fort 
Scott. Soldiers often played sports like 
basketball and baseball while officers 
played sports like racquetball and 
squash. 

But not every building at Fort Scott 
has history to preserve, like the gym, 
which could function with more open 
space. A former gas station that sits 
adjacent to the Mission-style buildings 
has potential be a cafe, laboratory, or 
educational makerspace, Bagley says. 

Besides preserving the fort’s historic 
character, adapting buildings such as 
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these for reuse is an environmental 
win, as it modernizes existing buildings 
rather than tearing them down and 
constructing new ones altogether. It’s 
an ongoing trend: The Presidio has 
more than 20 projects that are either 
LEED-certified or have certification in 
sight. 

The Presidio Trust is open to proj- 
ects that are completed in phases, 
bringing use to some buildings while 
others remain under renovation. And 
if the existing buildings don’t meet a 
specific need of interested parties, up 
to 20,000 square feet could house new 
construction. 

After the proposals are presented 
at the end of June, the trust will unveil 
some of the responses received to the 
public on July 25. The proposal form 
has been downloaded more than 600 
times, and tours have been at capacity, 
according to Presidio Trust spokesper- 
son Lisa Petrie. 

Members of the public can get an 
idea of what the grounds could hold in 
person, when Fort Scott is opened for a 
rare tour on Saturday, April 28. 

“We really want public engagement 
on this,” Fraser says.

NEWS \KIHAGI'S DEFENSE AAA 





After a string of wrongful eviction fines, Anne Kihagi gives her side of the story.

We haven’t heard much from no- 
torious landlord Anne Kihagi since her 
name became synonymous with the 
phrase “San Francisco’s cruelest land- 
lord.” Throughout a very public saga, in 
which Kihagi was slapped with a whop- 
ping $3.5 million wrongful-eviction 
judgement — described by the defen- 
dants’ attorney as “the largest jury ver- 
dict ever for a single-unit tenant case in 
history” — Kihagi remained publicly si- 
lent even after she was found guilty of 
contempt of court and threatened with 
skyrocketing fines and jail sentences. 

But plenty has been said about 
Anne Kihagi since her moniker became 
a household nickname. The judge in 
her May 2017 trial has accused her of 
a “persistent pattern of bad-faith ha- 
rassment, retaliation, and fraud.” City 
Attorney Dennis Herrera has called her 
“a ruthless landlord,” adding that “Anne 
Kihagi has a special place reserved for 
her in San Francisco’s abusive-landlord 
hall of fame.” 

Even state Senator Scott Wiener, 
not known as an anti-landlord crusader 
during his time on the Board of Super- 
visors, called Kihagi “a sociopath who 
has no regard for the lives or well-being 
of her tenants and no regard for the 
law.” 

“Sociopath?,” Kihagi tells SF Weekly. 
“My tenants are probably more socio- 
pathic than I am.” 

Yes, we spoke to Kihagi, who is mak- 
ing public-relations efforts to repair 
her image. She claims that the alleged 
“wrongful evictions” are actually just 
her clearing out bad tenants through 
a series of perfectly legal maneuvers. 
She also insists the City Attorney’s 
office has engaged in a crusade against 
her personally since an October 2017 
San Francisco magazine report initially 
dubbed her “San Francisco’s cruelest 
landlord.” 

“Somebody sits down and says 
‘cruelest landlord, ” Kihagi tells SF 
Weekly. “Cruelest? All ve done is sim- 
ply enforce the same rights that I have 
and that every other landlord should 
have when you have tenants that are 
misbehaving or actually abusing their 
legal agreement. It’s so wrong, it’s so 
abusive. I wouldn't wish it on anyone 
else. 

“The media and and people don’t 
do their homework, and eventually ev- 
erybody just starts buying into it and 
starts believing it,” she adds. 

Kihagi has indeed received sig- 
nificant negative media coverage, 
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particularly in the wake of a multi- 
million-dollar wrongful-eviction fine 
levied against her by the San Francisco 
Superior Court last year. In these and 

a myriad of other court proceedings 
initiated against her, Kihagi has been 
accused of cutting off rent-controlled 
tenants’ water, gas, electricity, and mail 
service to get them to move out. 

Those are among the tamer things 
that have been said about her in the pa- 
pers. In one case of an elderly Guerrero 
Street tenant, San Francisco magazine 
reported that Kihagi accused a 72-year- 
old woman of selling drugs and operat- 
ing a phone-sex line. 

That tenant, whose last name is 
Smith, found a letter on her door from 
Kihagi “accusing Smith — a 72-year old 
retiree with the U.S. Postal Service for 
20 years and a longtime volunteer at 
St. James School — of working for ‘900 
SEX TALK’ for extra money, and selling 
drugs,” according to Judge Angela Brad- 
street's May 2017 ruling against Kiha- 
gi. “There was not a scintilla of evidence 
presented by defendants to support 
these serious accusations.” 

As Kihagi tells it, the tenant’s mari- 
juana use posed a problem for mainte- 
nance workers. 


“She gets a notice saying the build- 
ing smells like weed every time you 
walk in,” Kihagi says. “I’m not happy 
about a building that smells like weed. 
The workers come in [and] said they 
get a high just from being inside the 
unit.” 

In terms of the utilities being cut 
off, Kihagi maintains these were brief, 
insignificant service interruptions 
that have been blown out of propor- 
tion. 

“The tenant sent me a text at 3:32 
p.m. saying the lights are off,” Kihagi 
explains. “This was not the whole 
building, it was just the common area. 

“The lights are off from 3:32 to 
7:03,” she continues. “We're talking 
about a few hours without light. A lot 
of times what happens is property 
management companies, we don’t 
have handymen who are available after 
5:00,” Kihagi says. “So if you call me at 
3:30 or 4 o'clock, chances are I can’t fix 
it until the next day. Even for the most 
expensive condominiums.” 

But attorney Steven MacDonald, 
who represented the tenants that won 
the record $3.5 million verdict, points 
to a pattern of similar rulings against 
Kihagi for disrupting tenants’ utilities,

“The earlier West Hollywood allega- 
tions by that city paint a lurid picture 
of a despicable landlady threatening 
tenants and turning off their utilities,” 
MacDonald tells SF Weekly. 

Whether deserved or not, all these 
allegations have made Kihagi some- 
thing of a punching bag. Last April, a 
tenant activist scrawled her personal 
phone number onto a protest sign, 

a picture of which was published on 
local blogs. That’s not all, according to 
Kihagi. 

“They scratched the word ‘bitch’ on 
my car,” she says. “They broke my ten- 
ants’ windows.” 

Protests outside her home have got- 
ten unruly and personal. 

“They’re out there protesting, and 
they see my mother and my younger 
sister coming into my building,” she 
claims “They started chasing and 
throwing things at my sister. Is that 
protesting, or is that just being harm- 
ful? They threw stuff at my mother and 
my sister.” 

Kihagi sees a City Hall conspiracy 
against her, singling her out in retal- 
iation for a 2015 civil suit in which 
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she sued San Francisco for “bad-faith 
code-enforcement prosecution and pa- 
tently invidious discrimination.” A U.S. 
District Court judge rejected that case, 
but Kihagi feels the City Attorney’s 
office is still making her pay for having 
the gall to sue San Francisco. She and 
her attorney point to sworn testimony 
from Deputy City Attorney Michael 
Weiss wherein he admitted to spend- 
ing 73 percent of his time prosecuting 
Kihagi’s code-enforcement cases. 

SF Weekly acquired transcripts of 
that testimony, and their estimate is 
not far off. 

“T would say in the last year anda 
half, probably 70 percent of my time 
has been spent — 60 to 70 percent of 
my time has been spent dealing with 
Ms. Kihagi,” Weiss testified. 

According to the City Attorney’s 
office, that’s because Kihagi has been a 
uniquely problematic landlord. 

“We are working on safety and 
prosecuting lawbreakers throughout 
the City every day,’ City Attorney 
Communications Director John Coté 
tells SF Weekly. “Certainly, Ms. Kihagi’s 
repeated and well-documented refusal 
to comply with the law and at least 10 
court orders created a lot of unnec- 
essary work for dedicated public ser- 
vants, including attorneys in our office. 

“Of course around that trial, these 
deputy city attorneys were spending a 
majority of their time prosecuting Ms. 
Kihagi and her associates,’ Coté con- 
tinues. “That trial resulted in a historic 
judgment for $6 million and growing. 
We will collect every last cent that Ms. 
Kihagi and her associates owe the tax- 
payers. And we will hold Ms. Kihagi ac- 
countable for refusing to obey the law, 
like we did just last month when she 
was convicted of contempt of court.” 

But Kihagi alleges systemic racism 
in these continuing convictions. 

“San Francisco probably is the most 
liberal city, but that belies the true 
bigotry of this city,” she argues. “When 
the news hears words like ‘slumlord, 
they don’t even care to look at your 
buildings. They just go ‘Hmm, slum- 
lord, because they see a Black face. 
And everyone believes it.” 

For now, Kihagi keeps appealing her 
cases in hopes of getting the previous 
fines and decisions reversed. But in 
the notoriously pro-tenant city of San 
Francisco, that may result in penalties 
she finds even more cruel and unusual.

Inaugural Partner Official Airline 
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Another Day. 
Another Dollar Store Gone 


Large budget-home goods stores on Mission Street are dying out.

The dollar store on the corner of Mis- 
sion and Harrington streets in the Excelsior 
takes up nearly the entire block. Its faded pink- 
and-green exterior speaks of better days, made 
more poignant by the missing letters in its sign, 
which now reads only “ ONE $ O LY.” 

Aged though it may be, it does serve a 
purpose: It’s one of the last true, large-scale, 
dollar stores left in San Francisco. Not every- 
thing costs only a dollar, of course — inflation 
makes that nearly impossible — but it has that 
one-stop-shop vibe where you can pick up a 
few bottles of ketchup, some paper napkins, 
and several helium balloons for a party and 
not spend more than $10. 

But its days are numbered. In December, 

a preliminary project assessment — the first 
of many steps developers must go through to 
get projects approved — was filed with the 
Planning Department. The paperwork states 
that the old commercial property, built in 
1956, would be demolished, and a five-story, 
56-foot-tall mixed-use building would rise in 
its place. 

It’s not necessarily a huge loss; after all, as 
zoned, the new project would contain 24 dwell- 
ing units and 7,286 square feet of commercial 
space along Mission Street. And it’s hard to 
argue that homes shouldn't be built so that 
kids have a spot to pick up their $1 Barbies and 
coloring books. 

But the pending demolition speaks to a larg- 
er neighborhood trend: The One $ Only store 
is not the only discount business to be on the 
chopping block. More than two miles away, on 
the corner of 17th Street, a plan is in the works 
to knock down the One $ Store at 2100 Mis- 
sion St. Much farther along than its Excelsior 
counterpart, the plan to convert the corner into 
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housing began way back in 2009. The develop- 
ment has one through several iterations in the 
last nine years, but most recently landed on a 
design that includes six stories over ground- 
floor retail space. In all, 29 units will be built, 
and an original plan for an underground garage 
with 15 cars has been scrapped and replaced 
with bike storage. 

After a boxy, the Planning Department’s 
Urban Design Advisory Team rejected a gentri- 
fication-heavy metal-and-glass-walled building’s 
design, a simple, beige cement exterior was 
drafted in its place. 

Housing isn’t the only thing wrecking dollar

stores: In 2014, a massive, five-alarm fire de- 
stroyed the Big House discount store at 2632 
Mission St. After that, the One $ Store and One 
$ Only stores were the last two independently 
owned, large-scale, multi-themed discount 
stores left on Mission Street in San Francisco. 
Once they’re gone, there will only be a single 
dollar store left on the entire corridor — and 
Dollar Tree at 6232 Mission St. is all the way 
down in Daly City.

Legacy That Flies 


San Francisco Supervisors approved the 
naming of an SFO Terminal in honor of 
Harvey Milk after four years of debate.

Forty years after the death of Harvey Milk, 
the San Francisco Board of Supervisors unanimously ap- 
proved naming a terminal at San Francisco International 
Airport in his honor on Tuesday. SFO’s director now has 
until Sept. 1 to submit a plan on the design and place- 
ment of artwork to memorialize the slain civil rights 
leader. 

“This really is huge for our community to recognize 
Harvey’s sacrifice and people who are still sacrificing,” 
said Supervisor Jeff Sheehy, who co-sponsored the 
legislation, at the meeting. “It was a great achieve- 
ment to get Harvey elected and then to lose him and 
then have to endure the AIDS epidemic — our free- 
dom has not come cheaply.” 

Milk was the first openly LGBT supervisor in city 
history, but he was murdered — along with Mayor 
George Moscone — by his colleague Dan White in 
1o7 3: 

Former Supervisor David Campos first suggested 
naming the entire airport after the gay rights activist, 
a controversial move that prompted both support and 
near-daily death threats. 

With the help of an airport-renaming committee, a 
compromise was struck: name Terminal 1 — which is 
undergoing a $2.4 billion renovation — after Harvey 
Milk instead. The $357,000 cost for new signs and 
other pieces of infrastructure are now incorporated 
into the renovation budget. 

Supervisor Hillary Ronen added an amendment 
during an unconventionally emotional Budget and 
Finance Subcommittee in March — where the legisla- 
tion she brought forward moved along after months 
of being stalled — to get further approval from the 
Arts Commission before moving forward. In Septem- 
ber, the Airport Commission unanimously opposed 
the naming, but Ronen was concerned that it would 
not properly memorialize Milk’s legacy for the many 
visitors. 

Former supervisors Harry Britt and Tom Ammiano 
came to Tuesday’s meeting to say a few words about 
Milk and the impact of naming Terminal 1 after him. 

“Even though it’s been a number of years, the 
healing has been slow,’ Ammiano said to the board. “I 
can’t tell you the depth of what this means not only to 
the LGBT community and to its allies.” 





Measure Could Raise $300 
Million for Homelessness 


If passed by voters on November's ballot, the measure would more 
than double the city’s annual budget for homelessness services 


and affordable housing. 


If a measure makes it on the 


November ballot and passes, San Fran- 


cisco could see its annual budget for 


supporting and housing those experi- 
encing homelessness more than double. 
The Examiner broke the news this 
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week that the influential Coalition 

on Homelessness — which describes 
itself as “a ragtag group of community 
activists and homeless folks” — is 
behind the measure, which would tax 
the earnings of any company based 


in S.F. that generates more than $50 
million at one-half percent. All told, 
this would generate approximately 
$340 million annually, more than 
doubling our current $300 million 
budget for homelessness services and 
supportive housing. 

Included in the measure would be 


a stipulation that the money raised 
would not replace any part of the cur- 
rent budget, but add to it. 

“We have a big situation,” Jennifer 
Friedenbach, executive director of the 
Coalition on Homelessness, says. “We 
have over 21,000 people experienc- 


ing homelessness every year in San 
Francisco.” 

Companies that could be affected 
by the surcharge include some of 
tech’s biggest players: Salesforce, 
which sees around $10 billion in 
annual revenue; Uber, which makes 
around $7 billion; Twitter, which 
drew in $2 billion in ad revenue last 
year, and Dropbox, which just passed 
the $1 billion mark. 

Although the measure hasn't been 
filed with the Department of Elec- 
tions yet, a rough budget has been 
developed if it passes. Around 50 
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percent of the funding ($180 million) 
would go toward construction of new 
housing, rehabilitation of old units, 
and rental subsidies for low-or no-in- 
come residents. Another 12 percent 
($40 million) would be dedicated to 
constructing 1,075 new shelter beds, 
and 25 percent ($80 million) would be 
allocated for mental-health services. 
Friedenbach says she plans to file 
the paperwork for the measure in 
the coming weeks, after which point 
signature-gathering will start in ear-

Cannabis

To see arch-conservative Gro- 
ver Norquist and former NAACP presi- 
dent Ben Jealous in the same room 
sounds like the set-up to a bad joke. 
However, on April 20, they will both ap- 
pear as part of Washington, D.C.s first 
annual National Cannabis Festival Policy 
Summit. Meant to “highlight progress in 
reforming cannabis laws around the 
country,’ the day-long event is a new ad- 
dition for the festival, which celebrates 
its third anniversary. 

Organizer and founder Caroline 
Phillips has delivered an impressively 
diverse list of speakers for the event’s 
inaugural edition, from Niambe McIn- 
tosh (daughter of reggae legend Peter 
Tosh) to Jose Belen, the army veteran

Cannabis Dispensary 
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currently suing Attorney General Jeff 
Sessions in hopes of decriminalizing 
cannabis on a national level and re- 
moving it from the DEA’s list of con- 
trolled substances. 

Phillips says part of the inspiration 
behind assembling the lineup was her 
past work as a producer of events fo- 
cused on human rights. 

“T noticed that the best events I 
attended were the ones that convened 
unlikely allies,” she says. “It’s really 
easy for all of us as civil rights activists 
and advocates to get in a room and 
tell each other things that we all agree 
on, but it’s even more powerful when 
people who may not agree on all of the 
issues find themselves on the same 
page on certain issues.” 

Hence the inclusion of anti-tax cru- 
sader Norquist, who joins social-jus- 
tice champion and 
Brookings Institution 
deputy director John 
Hudak on a panel 
called “Tax Fairness & 
Cannabis.” 

“To be able to put 
Grover Norquist on 
the stage with some- 
body like John Hudak, 
and to have them echo 
each other in their be- 
lief about fairness for 
cannabis tax is some- 
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thing that I think will hopefully maybe 
move the needle an inch towards 
progress on sensible cannabis policy,” 
Phillips says. 

Progress in cannabis reform is 
something Phillips believes is best 
measured in inches, not yards. With so 
many potential topics to choose from 
for the National Policy Summit’s first 
agenda, she’s quick to credit her collab- 
orators in helping her decide on topics. 

For example, Adam Eidinger, direc- 
tor of social action for Dr. Bronner’s 
Soap and D.C. Marijuana Justice 
(DCMJ) co-founder, suggested an af- 
ternoon panel on the media’s impact 
on cannabis policy. 

“They're the ones that rolled joints 
in Jeff Sessions’ office,” Phillips says 
of the DCMJ. “They passed out free 
weed to brave Congressional staffers. 
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[Adam] is someone that definitely has 
used the media as leverage to help 
bring attention to issues, but he’s also 
somebody who is extremely sensitive 
to how media coverage can negatively 
influence a movement.” 

Along with Eidinger, the panel will 
also feature Minority Cannabis Busi- 
ness Association president Shanita 
Penny, famed cannabis entrepreneur 
Jane West, George Washington Uni- 
versity Professor Dr. Imani Cheers, 
and moderator Ricardo Baca, who 
founded the Denver Post’s Cannabist 
vertical. 

While it makes perfect sense for 
the National Cannabis Festival Policy 
Summit to make its debut in Wash- 
ington, D.C., Phillips acknowledges 
that information being shared at the 
event is of interest to 
patrons wide and far. At 
present, she’s hoping to 
secure funds that would 
allow the organization 
to livestream the pro- 
ceedings, but confirms 
that the summit will be 
filmed either way. 

Beyond the wealth 
of information made 
available attendees — 
the summit is free and 
open to the public — it 
also sets a precedent

for other municipalities to follow. 

For instance, a panel called “Am- 
plifying Equity to Create a Stronger 
Industry” will focus on the efforts of 
Maryland’s Legislative Black Caucus to 
rectify the troubling fact that last fall, 
zero African Americans were among 
the state’s first 15 medical marijuana 
licensees. Swap Maryland for Oakland 
and San Francisco, and an equally 
important and telling discussion could 
take place. 

The emphasis on keeping things 
bipartisan — and creating, as Phillips 
calls it, “a safe space for conservatives 
and liberals” to discuss cannabis re- 
form — is a concept that some may 
find hard to digest. However, as Phil- 
lips points out, there is very little to 
be gained by uniting a group of people 
who already agree with each other. 
There is power in numbers, but there is 
perhaps even more power in empathy. 

“T think if we can create a space 
where people can come and hear about 
cannabis and see people that they rec- 
ognize and respect talking about it,” 
Phillips says, “then that’s hopefully a 
win for everyone.”

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Tesla’s ‘autopilot’ 
crash is further proof 
technology flaws 


By Chris Dolan the truck made a left turn 
across his path as he was go- 
ing 74 mph. 

The Model S, which was re- 
lying heavily on cameras in Its 
operation, did not recognize 
the trailer as it was white and 
cast across an overcast white 
sky. A major National Highway Traffic 
Safety Board investigation ensued resulting 
in the June 2017 issuance of a 500-page re- 
port on the crash. The NTSB found no sys- 
tem failures and reported that during a 
37-minute period of the trip when Brown 
was required to have his hands on the 
wheel, he apparently did so for just 25 sec- 
onds. While dispelling the urban myth that 
Brown was watching a Harry Potter video 
on the Model S control panel, the report 
found Brown was given a visual warning 
seven separate times that said, “Hands Re- 
quired Not Detected,” for one to three sec- 
onds. 

In September 2016, before the NTSB re- 
port came out, Tesla, having reviewed the 
data from the Brown crash, announced “im- 
provements” in its autopilot system adding 


This week's question comes from Marianne 
K. in Pacific Heights, who asks: 


Q: “I read your column last week about the 
first Uber robot-car pedestrian death in Ari- 
zona. Then, the next day, there was a fatal 
crash Involving a Tesla on ‘autopilot.’ What 
is going on? Who is responsible when a car 
on autopilot crashes?” 


A: This series of fatal tragedies is a huge 
wake-up call. The technology is not yet 
ready for mainstream introduction into our 
roads and highways. Driving is a complex, 
dynamic activity that utilizes all of our fac- 
ulties. While carefully developed autono- 
mous vehicles of the future may increase 
safety, current automated driving features 
may not be as safe as touted. 

Sadly, this is not the first autopilot 
death. In May 2016, Joshua Brown, a for- 
mer Navy SEAL, died near Williston, Fla., 
when his Tesla Model S collided with a 
tractor-trailer while it was engaged In the 
“autopilot” mode. The crash happened as 
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new “restrictions” on the hands-off driving 
features and improvements in its use of ra- 
dar that its chief executive officer said 
likely would have prevented the crash. The 
updated system was said to temporarily 
block drivers from using Autopilot if they 
did not respond to audible warnings to take 
back manual control. Now, it seems that 
the improvements were not enough to pre- 
vent another death. 

Tesla has been criticized for its branding 
of the driver assistance package as an “au- 
topilot.” Both Consumer Reports and the 


German government asked Tesla to stop us- 


ing the autopilot moniker, as It portrayed a 
false sense of security leading to driver in- 
attention and abdication of operational 
control. Indeed, German transport minister 
Alexander Dobrindt asked Tesla to drop the

term “autopilot,” arguing It 

can lead consumers to think 
the car had greater abilities 
than it did. 

Tesla refused, stating, 
“Just as in an airplane, 
when used properly, Autopi- 
lot reduces driver workload 
and provides an added layer 
of safety when compared to 
purely manual driv- 
ing.” While the mechanics 
of Tesla’s response may be 
true, they dodge the reality: 
Drivers are treating the fea- 
ture as If it was an autopilot 
that can assume control 
while the driver “multitasks.” 

Tesla is already on the defense (employ- 
ing a strong offense) releasing information 
from the data it records saying the driver 
Wei Huang should have had about five sec- 
onds, and 500 feet of unobstructed view of 
the concrete barrier, which he struck, before 
the crash. According to Tesla, Huang did not 
have his hands on the wheel for six seconds 
prior to the impact. Earlier in the drive, 
Tesla reports that Huang had been given 
multiple visual warnings and one audible 
warning to put his hands back on the 
wheel. 

Tesla also released photos of a missing 
crash absorbing barrier that could have at- 
tenuated the impact. It seems the barrier 
may have been removed following another 
crash and had yet to be replaced. In short, 


Tesla is saying It was either Huang's fault or 
Caltrans’ fault. 

Legally, the analysis will examine the 
relative fault associated with the colli- 
sion. What is Tesla’s responsibility for its 
autopilot failing to merge to the right or left 
at the “Y” in the highway and, instead, 
heading into a concrete wall faced with a 
reflective panel? Was it the reflective ma- 
terial used in the warning sign that may 
have interfered with Tesla’s emphasis on 
the use of radar following the Brown fatal- 
ity in Florida? Was there a problem with the 
mapping software that may have been 
thrown off by a change in conditions associ- 
ated with the barrier’s removal? 

Likewise, Huang’s conduct will be evalu- 
ated: Was he unreasonable in his reliance 
of the system touted as an autopilot? Fi- 
nally, what is CalTrans’ responsibility, if any, 
if it failed to replace a crash absorption sys- 
tem? Did their failure to act create a “dan- 
gerous condition of public property?” 

As the technology is still in its infancy, it 
is unclear who will bear responsibility. One 
thing Is clear though, the courts will take a 
pivotal role in apportioning responsibil- 
ity. Let's just hope that not too many more 
people have to die before the courts or leg- 
islature work out the regulatory bugs.

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arly on the morning of Feb. 
22, several hours before 
sunrise, a security guard at 
the Urban School on Page 
Street found three men 
sheltered in the arched doorways of 
the elite private academy. He couldn't 
wake them, and when paramedics ar- 
rived, they pronounced the trio dead 
at the scene. Several hours later, the 
three were identified as David Clark, 
31, Adam Wilson, 36, and Michael 
Campbell, 32 — the latter of whom 
was known by his friends as Pan. The 
friends, who all lived in the Haight, 
had allegedly found a baggie of drugs 
on the ground as they left a liquor 
store. Assuming it was ketamine, they 
smoked it, not knowing it contained 
fatal levels of fentanyl. 

Within hours of receiving their bod- 
ies, Dr. Luke Rodda of the San Fran- 
cisco Medical Examiner’s office called 
the Drug Overdose Prevention and 
Education (DOPE) Project, a subset of 
the nationwide Harm Reduction Coa- 
lition, to let them know about the sus- 
picious overdoses. The DOPE Project 
immediately printed out flyers warning 
drug users that fentanyl was making 
the rounds, and within a couple hours 
they'd been posted at food banks, nee- 
dle-exchange sites, and medical clinics. 
The Department of Public Health sent 
out a press release. As people who use 
drugs got word, the news spread across 
the city like wildfire. 
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The fast response was striking, but 
it wasn’t isolated: It’s the result of a 
carefully oiled machine, a 15-year col- 
laboration between the city and a slew 
of community organizations. 


At the center of San Francisco’s 
battle against these fatal overdoses 

is one drug: Narcan. Packaged under 
the generic name naloxone, Narcan 
was developed to reverse opioid over- 
doses while they’re in process. When 
someone has taken too much of an 
opiate, their breathing slows, and may 
eventually cease, resulting in death. 
When Narcan is administered — either 
in a nasal spray or an intramuscular 
injection — the opioids are knocked 
out of the brain’s receptors. If applied 
early on in the overdose, Narcan imme- 
diately stops the effects, bringing the 
person to consciousness. 

It’s a small window of time, made 
smaller by the rise of fentanyl, a dan- 
gerously fast-working opiate that can 
be deadly even in tiny amounts. In 
order to reverse an overdose, you have 
to recognize the signs early on — and 
in a society that shames and criminal- 
izes drug users, pushing them to use 
in bathrooms, alleys, and abandoned 
properties, it’s often the case that the 
only person around to recognize and 
reverse an overdose is another drug 
user. 

With that in mind, getting Narcan 
and overdose education into the hands 
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of people who use drugs is key to pre- 
venting fatal overdoses. 

Unlike much of the rest of the coun- 
try, San Francisco learned this early 
on. In 2003, the DPH commissioned 
a local study on Narcan’s success in 
reversing overdoses. Since then — 
throughout economic recessions, 
changes in leadership, and the rise of 
fentanyl — it’s managed to provide 
Narcan to San Franciscans for free. 
(Over the counter, the drug can cost 
up to $130.) In 15 years, thousands 
of overdoses have been reversed by 
friends, passersby, or nonprofit public 
health workers. 

The success is linked to one trans- 
parent tactic. Early on, the DPH was 
smart enough to realize it couldn't 
achieve the task of reversing overdoses 
alone: It needed a slew of badass orga- 
nizations and people to step up to the 
plate. 

The DOPE Project had been active 
in San Francisco for two years when 
the DPH began supplying Narcan to 
drug users through an already-es- 
tablished needle-exchange program. 
Initially, nurse practitioners would 
volunteer at needle exchanges, training 
visitors how to recognize overdose 
symptoms and how to administer the 
drug. It was a formal prescription pro- 
cess, requiring someone with medical 
training on hand — but in 2010, the 
city changed its policy, allowing those 
who'd undergone formal training for 


Narcan administration to distribute 
the drug directly to those who wanted 
it, without a medical professional. 

This opened everything up. No 
longer limited to medical staffs’ sched- 
ules, the DOPE Project collaborated 
closely with DPH, expanded Narcan’s 
accessibility beyond needle-exchange 
sites, and launched a massive effort to 
deploy Narcan trainers. 

Today, more than 120 Narcan 
teachers have completed the training 
program. They have subsequently 
taught 10,414 others in San Francisco 
how to recognize an overdose and ad- 
minister the overdose medication. In 
addition, Narcan can be found at more 


Where to 
Get Narcan 


For non-drug users, Narcan 
can be obtained at any pharmacy, 
without a prescription. The CMHS 
Pharmacy at 1380 Howard St. has 
a particularly well-trained staff. 
Advocates suggest that non-drug- 
users not visit sites that cater 
to drug users out of respect for 
their privacy and to maintain the 
publicly funded supply. 

For those who do use drugs, 
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than 15 locations throughout the city, 
from pop-up needle-exchanges to food 
banks. 

The numbers speak to the success of 
this network. In 2010, when DPH re- 
laxed its Narcan prescription program, 
62 potentially fatal overdoses were re- 
versed. In 2011, that number doubled 
to 125. In 2012, it was 274. Each year, 
the number has increased by 50 to 100 
percent, climbing steadily to where 
we are today; In 2017, 1,247 commu- 
nity-dispensed Narcan overdose re- 
versals took place — more than three 
a day, on average. This figure doesn’t 
even include those administered by the 
San Francisco Police Department or

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paramedics. 

As the number of overdose rever- 
sals climbs, the number of people who 
die from overdoses every year has 
stayed fairly constant since 2014 — 
around 100 to 125. 

That’s still too many, yet San Fran- 
cisco’s overdose mortality rate is one 
of the lowest in the nation. Milwaukee, 
which has 300,000 fewer people than 
S.E, had 343 overdose fatalities in 
2016. Philadelphia had 907. New York 
City had 1,374. In San Francisco, there 
were only 105 — a number that could 
have been exponentially higher, had 
883 overdoses not been reversed that 
year. Without Narcan, we would have 
seen nearly a thousand opioid deaths 
on our streets in 2016 alone. 

“We have achieved an extremely 
high level of people carrying naloxone, 
partly because of our program struc- 
ture which allows people to access it in 
all areas,” Eliza Wheeler, the Overdose 
Response Strategist at the Harm Re- 
duction Coalition, tells SF Weekly. Drug 
users can find Narcan upon release 
from the San Francisco County Jail, at 
Glide Memorial Church, at syringe-ex- 
change sites, API Wellness, the Mission 
Neighborhood Resource Center, and 
St. James Infirmary. The network en- 
ables people moving through the city’s 
diverse range of services to pick up or 
refill Narcan kits as needed, for free, 
no questions asked. 

The cost of such an operation is 
much lower than one would anticipate. 
According to DPH, the annual budget 
for staff, material, and supplies totals 
only $203,958 annually. 


While mainstream media is 
quick to judge drug users, they are the 
life-saving, Narcan-wielding heroes in 
this story. 

Well before Narcan was available 
at 15 locations around the city, word 
got around that it was a medicine that 
could draw you back from the brink. 
Decades ago, Orlando Chavez, who 
told SF Weekly he helped found the San 
Francisco Drug Users Union, took the 
matter into his own hands. 

“I can remember in the 70s, that we 
didn’t have a needle exchange. We had 
nowhere to get Narcan,” he says. “We 
realized we could get into hospitals and 
steal it. I found a hospital in my neigh- 
borhood where the back door wasn’t 
very protected, and I was in and out of 
there like a house mouse. I'd draw it up 
[into the needle], and place it above my 
medicine chest in easy reach. 

“It’s a beautiful thing to see how 
things have changed,” he adds. “I guess 
we were doing harm-reduction back 
then — but didn’t know what to call 
ihe 

So successful has San Francisco 
been that Narcan is in almost every 
city drug user’s vocabulary and arsenal. 
In March 2017, nine people using crack 
cocaine laced with fentanyl overdosed 
at a hotel on Sixth Street. Thanks to 
a rapid community response, eight of 
them were given Narcan, and lived. 
Only one person died. 
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A mural in

At a public community meeting 
in late March, more than two dozen 
drug users gathered to discuss drugs, 
overdoses, and share their stories. In 
between each personal anecdote, there 
was often a piece of advice for others 
in the room. 

“Te used Narcan a lot with oth- 
er people,” said a woman in her 20s 
named Jessica. “In the last three 
months, I’ve been around 12 overdos- 
es. Seven of them | Narcan-ed myself. 
Two of them passed away. But a lot of 
them are still here because I had it. 

“Make sure you get the same consis- 
tency [of drug] if you can,” she told the 
crowd. “And don't use alone.” 

The loss of life is fairly easy to quan- 
tify in numbers, and it’s easy to focus 
on the saves. But the ripple effects 
a death it has on a community are 
far-reaching. When Clark, Wilson, and 
Pan died outside the Urban School, it 
marked the beginning of a devastating 
month-long period for the Haight in 
which 15 people subsequently lost 
their lives. Pan, in particular, was well- 
loved. 

Mary Howe, executive director of 
the Homeless Youth Alliance, knew 
Pan well, and says he was extremely 
kind, funny, and humble. 

“He really looked out for his 
friends,” she said. He’d also overcome 
adversity, having spent nine months 
in the hospital re-learning how to walk 
after being hit by an Uber driver. Ac- 
cording to Howe, he wasn’t a regular 
drug user. 


In the weeks after the deaths, Howe 


says more people have been coming 
in to get their drugs tested — but 
the reason why hangs heavy over the 
neighborhood. 

“T’'ve been doing this work for so 
many years, and I’ve never had three 
people die like that, especially from 
smoking,” she said.

Fentanyl’s presence in San 
Francisco is dark, but its deadly effects 
has contributed to current availabil- 
ity of Narcan. Never before has the 
need for an overdose reversal been so 
profound. The powerful opiate can be 
found in almost anything these days 
— from heroin to methamphetamine 
to homemade Xanax. Fentanyl gives 
users a very strong, 15- to 20-minute

high, and it’s so fast-acting that in 
extreme circumstances someone could 
overdose while a needle is still in their 
arm. 

Fentanyl has pushed the unpredict- 
ability of street drugs into a whole new 
category, and people who use were the 
first to notice its devastating effects. 

“When fentanyl showed up with 
a bang in 2015, the Syringe Access 
Collaborative — in partnership with 
the DOPE Project and the DPH — 
responded very quickly,” Kristen 
Marshall, a project manager at DOPE, 
told a crowd at an Overdose in S.F. 
Community Conversation on March 
29. “The reason we were able to do that 
is because you all trusted us enough 
to show up at our doors and say, “This 
is happening, we are scared, what do 
we do?’ We worked together on getting 
naloxone out into the community, and 
then you all took care of the rest.” 

Recently, harm-reduction workers 
in San Francisco began handing out 
a new tool for drug users: fentanyl 
test strips. The highly sensitive tests 
can detect even the tiniest traces of 
fentanyl. Armed with that education, 
people can either dispose of the drugs, 
use a smaller amount, dispense it more 
slowly, or make sure a buddy nearby 
has Narcan, in case things go south. 

Fentanyl test strips hit the streets 
in S.F. in August 2017, and the DOPE 
Project has closely monitored the 
results. Between August and January, 
nearly 250 surveys from people who'd 
used them have been turned in at 
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syringe-access sites, presenting useful 
data for harm reduction researchers. 
Of the drugs tested, 78 percent of the 
speed or methamphetamine samples 
tested came back positive, as did 67 
percent of the crack cocaine samples. 
Of those who had positive results, 92 
percent of them shared the informa- 
tion with their community. 

“Knowing what’s in a product helps 
people make good decisions,” Marshall 
said. “Right now, we’re working on 
a more robust protocol, where we'd 
actually pull samples from the street, 
submit them to a lab, and give them 
all the exact percentage and rundown 
of everything that’s in that product, 
and then post them weekly at access 
points. Then you can say, ‘Ha! The 
black-tar heroin being sold against 
the Phoenix wall near Ellis is actually 
80 percent heroin, and like 1 percent 
some garbage pill, and then a bunch of 
balsamic vinegar. Cool.’ 

“Welcome to the free market and 
capitalism,” Marshall added. “You have 
the right to know as a consumer what 
you re buying.” 

Howe has already created a hy- 
per-local version of that. Every month, 
she drafts a small flyer for the neigh- 
borhood with the test results of all 
the drugs tested through HYA. “In the 
last four months, this is what we have 
learned just from the Haight site,” 
it reads,” before listing how much of 
each sample of drug tested positive for 
fentanyl. For heroin, 47 of 76 samples 
tested positive. Fifteen of 23 crack 
samples did. At the bottom, it’s tallied 
up. 

“This means 62 percent of drugs 
testing positive for Fentanyl,” she 
writes. 

The already-established network of 
Narcan distributors, the constant ed- 
ucation that the DOPE Project and its 
partners offer to drug users, and the 
test strips mean that as the rest of the 
nation struggles to react to the sharp 
spike in fentanyl, it hasn’t necessarily 
resulted in a higher death rate in San 
Francisco. 

The DPH is tracking that closely. In 
2014, eight of the 211 overdose deaths 
were from fentanyl. The following year, 
11 of 101 fatalities were fentanyl-relat- 
ed, In 2016, it was 22 of 105. 

“So far we haven't seen an overall 
increase in mortality, just a shift in 
causal opioids,” Rachel Kagan, spokes- 
person for the DPH, says. “This might 
be attributable to quick access to 
methadone and buprenorphine and 
widespread naloxone access. 

“But,” she notes, “that could 
certainly happen any time, as other 
cities on the East Coast with solid 
programming have been devastated by 
fentanyl.” 

In the meantime, word about the 
test strips is spreading. 

Jen, who lives in an SRO, has a 
neighbor who's overdosed eight times. 
At the Overdose in S.F. Community 
Conversation, Jen told the crowd she 
went crazy the last time, as a Narcan 
injection didn’t reverse his overdose 
and paramedics had to be called. 
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“Later, I had a talk with him, and 
I got him to understand how scary 
fentanyl is,” she said. “He now uses the 
strips. He tests it before he uses it, and 
he takes it back [to the dealer] if it has 
it. He takes it really seriously, and he’s 
doing really good now.” 


The national hysteria around 
fentanyl and the opioid crisis has 
reached epic proportions, with nary 

a publication or politician missing an 
opportunity to address the issue. 

Last week, the new director of the 
Center for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion called opioid drug use “the public 
health crisis of our time,” pledging to 
“bring it to its knees.” 

President Donald Trump has com- 
pared opioid use to his late brother’s 
alcoholism, saying he plans to launch 
an ad campaign targeted at youth that 
will disclose “the devastation and ruin- 
ation [drugs cause] people and people’s 
lives.” He’s also proposed an additional 
$400 million for the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration, to criminalize 
those dealing and using drugs. 

Even pop culture has hopped onto 
the opioid bandwagon, treating it more 
like a trend than a health crisis. A re- 
cent Salon headline offered readers tips 
on “How Exercise Can Help Tackle the 
Overdose Crisis.” An emotional listicle 
from POPSUGAR came out late last 
year on “5 Things Growing Up With an 
Addict Taught Me.” There’s even a tele- 
vision series in the works, which Dead- 
line describes as “an original dramatic 
TV series based on the story of the 
pharmaceutical company at the center 
of the crisis and the family behind it.” 

There are innumerable issues with 
all of this: Trump launching a cam- 
paign to shame drug users, his com- 
mitment to filling prisons with dealers, 
and the click-bait headlines that easily 
skirt by the human intricacies behind 
the “opioid crisis.” But what is most 
frustrating to those who've worked in 
harm reduction for years is that this 
“epidemic” is only now getting atten- 
tion. 

“There is nothing new about what is 
happening right now,’ Marshall said. 
“People have been dying from drug use 
and the War on Drugs for years. The 
only reason we're calling for compas- 
sionate treatment is because the visi- 
bility right now is that white folks and 
affluent folks are dying from drug use.” 

She has a point. Opioid overdoses 
are decimating entire communities in 
the Midwest. The CDC reports that 
from July 2016 to September 2017, 
there was a 70 percent spike in opioid 
overdoses in the middle of the country. 
The New York Times has run massive 
photo essays in which every person 
was white. 

It’s unquestionable that opioid use 
is increasing, but it’s not a new issue. 
While the rest of the country catches 
up, San Francisco has modeled a suc- 
cessful method for preventing over- 
dose deaths since way back in 2003. 

We like to think that our city was 
the first at everything. In this case, 
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bragging rights are somewhat just. 
While it wasn’t the first city to attack 
fatal opioid overdoses from a harm 
reduction perspective, S.F. is one of the 
first to be very good at it. 


Fentanyl — and the subse- 
quent near-obsessive media coverage 
of it — is also having a long-overdue 
effect on how city residents at large 
responds to the opioid crisis. San Fran- 
cisco is no stranger to epidemics, and 
the queer community in particular has 
long understood the importance of a 
community-based, harm-reduction 
model. The city’s response to the AIDS 
crisis can not be downplayed as a segue 
into how successful it’s been combat- 
ting opioid overdoses. 

“We know that harm-reduction 
works,” says Kagan. “In the AIDS crisis, 
stopping the spread of HIV through 
needle exchange was an innovation 
that has since become a global best 
practice. When people come into sy- 
ringe access sites, they dispose of used 
needles, test their drugs for fentanyl, 
learn how to use naloxone, and gain 
access to services and information to 
improve their health and wellbeing. 
Our progress in the fight against HIV/ 
AIDS reflects the total commitment of 
the community to work together for a 
single purpose.” 

This collective caretaking mentality 
is now extending to overdose preven- 
tion. No longer are people who use 
drugs and paramedics the only ones to 
carry Narcan. Politicians, librarians, 
business owners, and everyday people 
now have it on them. (Full disclosure: I 
carry it daily.) 

“If you're in Downtown S.F. and you 
ask for Narcan, five people will come 
running,” Wheeler says. 

Nightlife venues, which have long 
carried tubs of condoms to prevent the 
transmission of HIV and other sexually 
transmitted diseases, are also catching 
up. The Stud was the first business to 
ask the DOPE Project to train its staff. 

“We didn’t have a scare, or anything 
like that,” says Rachel Ryan, a member 
of the collective that owns The Stud. 
“The reality is that not only are some 
of our patrons likely recreational drug 
users, but our neighborhood is full 
of people living on the street who are 
opioid users. Being engaged members 
of the community and looking out for 
your neighbors is, to me, the most ba- 
sic, Mr. Rogers kind of mentality.” 

Since the training, the bar has 
posted signs all over the bar alerting 
patrons that the staff carries Narcan. 
The nasal spray — which Ryan points 
out is “as easy to administer as allergy 
medication” — is easily visible behind 
the counter. 

The Stud is taking the lead in more 
ways than one: Ryan has been talking 
to other bars and nightclubs about 
getting their employees trained. She’s 
planning to bring Marshall from the 
DOPE Project back for another train- 
ing, and inviting other people from the 
industry in. 

“We're in the business of big ideas,”

she says. 

It’s not an easy feat: Even in San 
Francisco, the stigma of opiates, the 
fear of liability, and the longstanding 
prejudice against drug users mean the 
utopian possibility of every nightlife 
business carrying Narcan is probably 
pretty far off. 

It’s only getting easier for peo- 
ple who use drugs to access Narcan, 
however. Residents at Zuckerberg 
San Francisco General Hospital have 
launched a pilot program in which 
Narcan is handed out to every internal 
medicine patient who’s been pre- 
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scribed opiates, and to anyone admit- 
ted who says they use drugs. 

“We offer treatment for patients, 
but we also know that not everyone is 
going to stop using,” Dr. Marlene Mar- 
tin, an addiction specialist at ZSFGH, 
tells SF Weekly. “When you tell some- 
one with diabetes that if they have to 
stop eating sugar, you know that’s not 
going to happen right away. You pro- 
vide them with insulin, and you coun- 
sel them. We do the same with people 
who use drugs. We have to empower 
patients with education, harm reduc- 
tion, and naloxone. Hopefully, that 
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also means they use more safely.” 

And the DOPE Project continues 
to scale up every year. Each year, they 
plan to add more programs to their 
list, making Narcan even easier to 
procure. 

“Our goal is a public-health model 
of saturation,’ Wheeler says. “You 
reduce the burden of flu by giving flu 
shots. We reduce overdoses by distrib- 
uting naloxone.”

Local funding 
proposal for 


SFUSD gets 
green light

Did you know our public schools 
offer more arts, physical education, librari- 
ans and student support services than any 
other large urban school district in the 
state? 

It’s because San Franciscans believe 
in quality public schools for all. 

Because of local revenue, there is 
funding for more than 200 arts teach- 
ers, librarians and physical education 
teachers, and for school sites to support 
homeless students. 

Our expenses at the San Francisco 
Unified School District are growing 
while our revenues are slowing. This is 
true overall, but for money set aside for 
the specific purpose of student enrich- 
ment programs, the SFUSD actually 
has an additional $4.2 million than the 
previous school year. 

The Board of Education recently 
reviewed and gave the green light to 
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The Public i Enrichi 
Fund allocates voter-appravell 


other SFUSD programs. 


the $73.7 million Public Education En- 
richment Fund (PEEF) Expenditure Plan 
Proposal, which allocates voter-approved 
funds for sports, libraries, arts, music 
and other programs in The City’s public 
schools. 

This fund is credited with bringing nu- 
merous educational resources to SFUSD 
students over the years. Some highlights 
include: 

Prior to PEEF, only 23 percent of 
schools were served by a credentialed 
librarian. As of 2012, 100 percent of 
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schools are served by a credentialed 
librarian. 

Prior to PEEF, there were no creden- 
tialed PE teachers serving at the elemen- 
tary level. The proposed 2018-19 budget 
includes 46. 

Because of PEEF, the SFUSD has far 
more social workers and nurses per stu- 
dent than the state average: One social 
worker or nurse for every 357 students, 
whereas statewide there is one social 


worker or nurse for every 1,878 students. 


PEEF has made it possible for stu-

dents to get back on track for graduation 
by greatly increasing access to credit 
recovery courses. Because of PEEF, 

the number of credit recovery courses 
offered since 2012-13 has more than 
doubled. 


PEEF funding includes: 


- $6.8 million for physical 
education instruction in schools 

¢ $4.2 million for extracurricular 
athletics programs 

¢ $11 million for school libraries 

¢ $14.7 million for arts and music 
programs 

¢ $36.8 million for student, 
family, and academic supports, 
including social workers, nurses, 
translation and interpretation 
and Career Technical Education 


Among other things, PEEF 
funding will help support: 


- 46 PE teachers, elementary 
equipment and support, 
secondary dollars for sites, fitness 
labs, special olympics and bike 
program 

¢ 375 site athletic coaches, stipends 
for teams, equipment, uniforms, 
transportation, athletic trainers, 
and paralympics 


- 72 librarians, books, technology, 
and databases 

¢ 93 arts teachers, instruments, 
and district-wide events 

« PEEF was established after 
San Francisco voters passed a 
charter amendment in 2004 
to provide taxpayer money to 
help supplement programs in 
The City’s public schools. The 
fund was reauthorized by San 
Francisco voters in 2014 to 
extend PEEF through 2041. 


The $73.7 million for the SFUSD 
represents two-thirds of the total PEEF 
allocation. The remaining one-third sup- 
ports universal Pre-K and is managed by 
San Francisco’s Office of Early Care and 
Education. 

In a state where funding for public 
education remains relatively meager, 
San Francisco public school students are 
the beneficiaries of robust local funding 
for enrichment. This commitment from 
S.E. voters is part of what makes our 
students’ educational experiences so 
well-rounded.

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Satellite of Love

Trevor Paglen is sitting on a curb 
in Altman Siegel's parking lot, smoking 
and puffing away as he takes a break 
from installing his new exhibit at the gal- 
lery. The smoke rises and swirls into the 
air as Paglen takes another puff. And an- 
other. Wearing a dark hoodie and T-shirt 
under a leather jacket, and sporting a 
shaved head and small beard, Paglen 
could easily pass for a prototypical agi- 
tated artist. If you mix Jackson Pollock’s 
edginess with Robert Capa’s sense of ad- 
venture, Banksy’s societal outrage, and Ai 
Weiwei's investigative instincts, you 
would have Trevor Paglen, whose art 
projects frequently reveal the hidden in- 
tricacies of government surveillance. 

“I'm making invisibility visible,” 
Paglen tells SF Weekly after leaving the 
curb and returning to Altman Siegel. 

His exhibit, “Impossible Objects,” 
includes photographs, drawings, and 
sculpture of things that have flown in 
space or that Paglen has imagined will. 
One photo, Unknown Object near Coro- 
na Borealis, shows a white line against 
a dark, starry sky. Paglen, who has a 
Ph.D. in geography from UC Berkeley 
and an MFA from the Art Institute of 
Chicago, employs advanced research 
skills and photographic doggedness to 
track government satellites that orbit 
around Earth. Paglen has used similar 
techniques to photograph underwa- 
ter internet cables that the National 
Security Agency uses to track people’s 
conversations. 

Paglen’s focus on the skies has taken 
him into a fantastical new realm. This 
summer, he’s scheduled to launch his 
own satellite, a giant, shimmering art 
piece called Orbital Reflector that will 
circle the Earth for about eight weeks. 
The $1.3-million project is an artistic 
antidote to the military and spy satel- 
lites that crowd the outer reaches of the 
world’s skies. Guided by calculations 
that will be available on the project’s 
website, Paglen’s diamond-shaped 
reflector should be visible to people 
on the ground as it encircles the Earth 
every 90 minutes or so. 

Those who can’t wait until summer 
can drop by Altman Siegel to see proto- 
types of Orbital Reflector — including 
one Paglen built from Mylar, alumi- 
num, solar panels, and tape, and which 
goes from the gallery’s floor to the roof 
like a giant, restless animal. In space, 
the artwork will expand to the height 
of large IMAX screen, reflect sunlight 
down to Earth, and appear almost like 
a star. 
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“This is a full-scale model of 
what the satellite will look like,” 
says Paglen, who’s working on his 
Orbital Reflector project with an 
aerospace firm and the Nevada 
Museum of Art. “In space, it will 
inflate and become this big reflec- 
tive structure. It will be about 100 
feet long. ... It’s a lot of money. But 
for a public piece of art, it’s very 
modest.” 

It’s also very risky. 

“The rocket could blow up,” Pa- 
glen admits. “A lot of things could 
go wrong.” 

The artist and his sponsors 
are calling Orbital Reflector “the 
first satellite to exist purely as an 
artistic gesture.” At a Friday night 
public talk at Minnesota Street 
Project soon after speaking with 
SF Weekly, Paglen told a packed 
audience that Orbital Reflector and 
his other projects “can give us tiny 
glimpses into what a more just, 
equitable, and beautiful society 
might look like.” 

In person, Paglen is almost 
soft-spoken. He cracks jokes. And 
he’s not beyond using humor to 
make art — and using humor to 
embarrass authority figures who 
don’t understand the extent of 
government surveillance or their 
participation in it. Several years 
ago, Paglen drove around the 
outskirts of Frankfurt looking 
for an Internet Exchange Point, 
which is the physical space where 
“all the networks of the internet 
have to come together and talk 
to all the other networks,” Paglen 
says. These points exist all over the 
world, and the one near Frankfurt 
is close to an NSA base. People 
aren't supposed to photograph or 
film near these facilities. Paglen 
did anyway. 

“When you do this sort of 
thing, the cops show up,” Paglen told 
the Minnesota Street Project audience. 
“Every single day, I'd show up and be 
photographing — and of course there 
are signs that said, ‘No Photographs’ 
— and I ignored them. And then these 
rent-a-cops from these secret bases out 
of the middle of the forest say, “You 
can’t take pictures.’ And you say, ‘Well, 
you re a rent-a-cop — why don't you call 
a real cop?’ And they call the real cops. 
And the real cops come and they’re 
Germans, and because they’re Germans 
they don’t just beat you up. They say, 
‘Why are you taking pictures?’ And I 
say, “Because | want to. This is a secret

base.’ And they say, “Well, we don’t 
think you can take pictures.’ And I say, 
‘Well, why not?’ And they say, “Well, 
there’s a sign that says you can’t take 
pictures.’ 

“And I say, ‘Let’s look at this sign 
together.’ And this sign refers to some- 
thing called ‘USC 50’ And I say, “That’s 
an American law, right? And American 
laws don’t apply in Germany, do they?’ 
And they say, “Nope, they sure don’t. 
And we hate these Americans. They’re 
always trying to do crap. And push us 
around. And their guys get into fights.’ 
We start having a discussion. And they 
call the MPs, who have to drive from an 
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hour away. And they show up. It’s some 
18-year-old kid from Kentucky who 
says, You can’t take photographs.’ We 
go back and forth. And I’m translating 
between the American MPs and the 
German cops about what to do about 
me, because the German cops don’t 
speak English and the American cops 
don’t speak German. This was taking 
four or five hours every day. So I decid- 
ed, ‘We're going to have to teach these 
guys a lesson.” 

Paglen went to a major Frankfurt 
museum, the Frankfurter Kunstverein, 
and created a 2015 photo contest that 
invited every photographer in the coun- 
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try to take images of NSA 
and German intelligence 
bases. More than 100 people 
did. The museum exhibited 
contest photos at the same 
time it exhibited Paglen’s 
work. The winning images 
were also published in a 
German paper. They held an 
awards ceremony, too. 

“It was a lot of fun,” 
Paglen said at his lecture. 
“Doing photography is not 
just making images. It’s 
exercising your right to take 
photographs.” 

When the MacArthur 
Foundation announced 
Paglen as one of its class 
of 2017 “genius grant” 
winners, it said Paglen “is 
creating a diverse body of 
work to equip viewers with 
the knowledge to hold pow- 
er accountable and ensure 
the ideals of democracy are 
upheld.” 

MacArthur fellows get 
$625,000 over five years. 
Paglen says it hasn’t changed 
his daily existence as dra- 
matically as people might 
think. 

“It’s pretty much the 
same,” he says of his life, “ex- 
cept that old teachers from 
elementary school send you 
nice emails. I’m going to do 
what I’m going to do regard- 
less. But it’s nice to get that 
recognition.” 

Paglen lives and works in 
Berlin these days, but he’s 
often traveling with all the 
projects he’s doing. Besides 
Orbital Reflector, the Smith- 
sonian American Art Muse- 
um is devoting a mid-career 
retrospective to Paglen this 
summer, © Trevor Paglen: Sites Un- 
seen.” He’s often linked in the public 
imagination with Edward Snowden 
and filmmaker Laura Poitras, whose 
2014 documentary about Snowden, 
Citizenfour, featured Paglen’s imagery 
of surveillance sites. At Poitras’ behest, 
Paglen read through the previously 
classified information that Snowden 
leaked in 2013. 

Wherever he goes, Paglen cautions 
that government surveillance is not 
limited to suspected terrorists. Anyone 
who uses mobile devices and the in- 
ternet is being potentially tracked by 
the government. And, Paglen tells SF 
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Weekly, “that’s everybody. That’s what 
a lot of people don’t get. [They’ll say], 
‘Oh, you must be on the list.’ But, no 
— everyone is on the list now.” 

Surveillance “is not just on the 
State side,” he adds. “It’s very much on 
the corporate side, too. Mass surveil- 
lance has become the business model 
of the internet.” 

In other words, Paglen’s projects are 
an artful perspective on what activists 
have been warning about for years. 

In 2013, Snowden risked everything 
to leak classified information that 
detailed the surveillance reach of the 
National Security Agency. Snowden 
fled to Russia to avoid prosecution but 
he still speaks to audiences around 

the world through digital links. Paglen 
studies those links, studies the inter- 
net, studies artificial intelligence, and 
studies the work of NSA operatives. He 
tracks the trackers. They aren’t expect- 
ing to be seen in the way that Paglen 
sees them. We don't see their faces. We 
don’t see their names. Just their work. 
It might seem innocuous: blurs in the 
sky, cables underwater. But they aren't 
innocuous. Paglen is there to remind 
us of that fact.

In August 2016, members of the 
art-activist collective INDECLINE put up a 
grotesque Donald Trump statue, The Em- 
peror Has No Balls, in the Castro — one of 
several similar anti-Trump works that the 
group erected around the United States. 
Most recently, INDECLINE changed a 
gun-oriented Las Vegas billboard into an 
anti-gun and anti-NRA advertisement 
with the words, “Shoot a school kid only

Guides so dense that the bottom ones 
have turned into diamonds from the 
accumulated pressure. It’s that after 
years of adult-film 
production and 
a few months of 
turning the cen- 
tury-old fortress 
into a nightlife 
venue, Kink.com 
is finally moving 
out for good. A new 
entity attached toa 
Chicago developer 
has purchased the 
landmark, intend- 
ing to create offices and space for light 
manufacturing. 

Walking a reporter through the 
39,000-square-foot Drill Court, with 
its barrel roof and narrow windows 
that look as though medieval archers 
keep watch through them, Black goes 
through the inventory, loosely orga- 
nized according to type. 

If you're looking for the truly 
baroque stuff — like vintage gyneco- 
logical exam tables — you might come 
away disappointed, as in the end Kink 
wound up holding on to a lot of that. 

“A lot of it was already spoken 
for, and it went to their new offices,” 
Black says, motioning. “But over here, 
there’s some nice straitjackets.” 

There are portraits, some of them 
a tad suggestive or lascivious, plus 
bins full of clamps, butt plugs, Kink. 
com-branded T-shirts, a pool table 
with black felt, some divans on which 
an odalisque might recline with a post- 
coital smoke, and plenty of rope. 

“We have enough drapes to doa 
whole circus tent,” Black says. “We've 
got more office furniture than Office 
Depot and more furniture than Ma- 


cys. 

For what it’s worth, the Union 
Square Macy’s may soon require 
the help of someone like Black, 


as the company is set to sell the 


~ 
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240,000-square foot department store 
that was once I. Magnin’s. 

In terms of non-explicitly sexu- 
al paraphernalia, there are record 
players, fake flowers, fans, and space 
heaters. A cluster of prop ghouls from 
the annual Hell in the Armory event 
every October sit together, expertly 
staged. Elsewhere, there’s a fake head 
in an apothecary jar, quite possibly a 
Twilight Zone reference. But it’s the 
basement where the good stuff lies, 
including a giant bank-vault door that 
looks like it weighs a thousand pounds 
(but isn’t even made of metal). 

As many San Franciscans know, the 
Armory runs over a section of Mission 
Creek, which has otherwise long been 
been converted into a subterranean 
channel elsewhere on its way to the 
Bay. While it doesn’t quite endow the 
cellar with a Cask of Amontillado-level 
of humidity, it’s still a spooky place 
to test out a 1940s dental chair — or 
stand in a human hamster wheel. 

Is there a better metaphor for 
contemporary life than a six-foot steel 
torture device a porn company decided 
to unload because 
the internet drove 
a stake through 
adult entertain- 
ment? 

Next to it, on 
a shelf, are enor- 
mous slabs of fake 
meat — not fake 
as in tofurkey, but 
fake as in fiber- 
glass. Compared to 
sampuru, the Japa- 
nese plastic miniatures meant to whet 
the appetite, they're a little on the rot- 
ted-flesh side. Next to an old bar door 
stands a proper torture rack. 

“It was used for husbands and/or 
wives who were misbehaving — or 
better yet, behaving,” Black says. 

The one thing that isn’t ready yet, 
two days before the four-day sale 
commences, is the price tags. But it’s 
an estate sale, and everything's got 
to go. Various single items — mostly 
big-ticket things like the piano and the 
gym system — have been on Craig- 
slist already. The YES Co. is expecting 
roughly 1,000 people to file through, 
and the staff like to pick one weird or 
colorful item to hide as an Easter egg, 
putting it on their site. As crews work 
on keeping things organized, Black 
and an assistant debate over two pos- 
sible candidates: a green felt sombrero 
and a statue of a snarling gray wolf, its 
fangs exposed as if to ward intruders 
away from a storied venue about the 
enter its next chapter.

the prime suspect. To find the real 
killer, she dives into Hollywood’s night- 
life — gorgeously rendered in purples 
and blues by cinematographer Andrew 
Reed — with suspects including Heath- 
er’s ex-boyfriend (Reeve Carney) and 
director Greg, and a homicide detective 
(John Cho) on her trail. Even though 
Jill is attempting to clear her name 

and beat being charged with a murder 
she’s certain she didn’t commit in spite 
of all the evidence to the contrary, 
there’s never a sense of high tension or 
urgency — but that’s also part of the 
picture’s “Let’s solve a mystery!” charm. 
And while Gemini may or may not be 
the first murder mystery in which an 
Instagram hashtag provides a crucial 
clue, it surely won't be the last.

Some documentaries about in- 
dividuals try to carve out three-act 
narratives that reveal deep truths 
about their subjects, while others are 
more content to hang out with them. 
Though Alison Chernick’s Itzhak does 
touch on some deep truths about 
Itzhak Perlman, and there’s some 101 
about the Israeli-born New Yorker via 
archival footage such as his appear- 
ance on The Ed Sullivan Show in 1958 
or the 1978 documentary Virtuoso 
Violinist, the picture mostly revels in 
getting to spend time with Perlman 
and his wife of 50 years, Toby. The 
film occasionally touches upon dark 
subjects — we're told so many Jewish 
people played the violin during the 
Holocaust because was it was the 
easiest instrument to pick up and run 
away with — but Itzhak’s primary 
modality is joy.

Film Festival, Week One 
Now playing at the Castro Theater, 
the Vogue Theatre, the Children’s 
Creativity Museum the Walt

the Victoria Theater, 
and the SFFILM FilmHouse. 
The San Francisco international 
film festival previously abbreviated as 
SFIFF but now referred to as SFFILM 
— because why not? — is entering 
its 61st of year of presenting films 
from near and far. Among Week 1’s 
narrative highlights is Benjamin Ren- 
ner and Patrick Imbert’s animated 
family film The Big Bad Fox and Other 
Tales. It’s notably “recommended 
for ages 8 and up (ages 5 and up for 
French speakers),” which is a deli- 
ciously French burn on English-only 
speakers.

North Berkeley's Funky Elephant, from a longtime chef de cuisine at James Syhabout's Hawker Fare, is not just 
some neighborhood Thai joint.

I like a restaurant where the 
servers are allowed to wear shirts that 
say, “Don’t Bea Dick.” 

In the former Doughnut Dolly space 
in Northwest Berkeley, just south 
of Gilman Street and between Philz 
Coffee and Farm Burger, is just such a 
place. Supasit Puttikaew’s Funky Ele- 
phant is the newest in a fairly substan- 
tial crop of Thai restaurants in Berkeley, 
but it’s the only one I know of with a 
faux-neon banana in the restroom or 
where the staff is permitted to be sarto- 
rially confrontational. 

Although the menu has such Net- 
flix-and-chill comforts as “Pad Thai Old 
Skool,” this is not your average neigh- 
borhood Thai joint. For one, it’s de- 
scended from James Syhabout’s Hawk- 
er Fare. Syhabout is famously the only 
East Bay to hold a Michelin star, for 
Commis, and he has his hand in many 
other projects, from Commis’ new com- 
panion bar CDP to Old Kan Beer & Co. 
to the remaining Hawker Fare on Valen- 
cia Street. After closing the original, he 
opened a casual offshoot late last year 
in Temescal called Hawking Bird, and 
Christ Aivaliotis’ magnificent Uptown 
Oakland bar The Kon-Tiki also owes its 
existence to Holy Mountain, the trippy 
cocktail bar above the remaining Hawk- 
er Fare, which is thriving on a strip 
where many high-profile neighbors have 
come and gone. 

Whew. It’s Hawker Fare (and there- 
fore Hawking Bird, too) to which Funky 
Elephant maintains its most direct con- 
nection. How might that be? Well, Put- 
tikaew was chef de cuisine at Hawker 
Fare for several years, and the Thai-by- 
way-of-Singapore poached chicken dish 
known as kao mun gai ($13) is deliber- 
ately called “K.M.G. #2” here, in a nod 
to its antecedent. The two versions very 
alike, sliced pieces of bird served over 
rice with cucumber and cilantro with 
an accompanying fermented soybean 
sauce. Funky Elephant’s rice is more 
garlicky and the chicken is juicier, but 
you also don’t have the options of get- 
ting it either warm or cold or of making 
it “dirty” by adding chicken livers. 

Beyond this high-five to his old boss, 
Puttikaew’s menu is full of standouts, 
including the borderline self-deprecat- 
ing “Party Wings,” which you might 
almost order by accident. As fried chick- 
en goes from commonplace to omni- 
present, the standards have begun to go 
down. But Funky Elephant’s wings (four 
for $11) are something else. They’re not 





sauced, they’re tossed in a chili jam that 
operates at maximum thickness. It’s in- 
sanely good, and comically messy. Eat- 
ing some outside with lunch one after- 
noon, it was only through pure chance 
that I didn’t get a 1990s Era-Plus deter- 
gent commercial’s worth of goo on my 
shirt. A few crisped basil leaves add an 
aromatic dimension, 
but you don’t need any 
more than that on this 
beautifully done chick- 
en. (N.B.: You can get 
a half-price, non-spicy 
kids’ portion.) 

The even-spicier 
dish was the biggest 
weakness, a green 
papaya salad ($11) that was too soggy 
for its constituent parts — among 
them dried shrimp, snake beans, and 
peanuts — to add crunch or punch. But 
the grilled beef short ribs comes with a 
coconut milk and turmeric glaze, pea- 
nut sauce, and cucumber relish ($15) is 
chewy in a satisfying way, the relish a 
great foil for the char. Sweet and rich, 
it comes with a scoop of rice dyed blue 
because it’s made with butterfly peas, 
something wonderfully fun and authen-

tic that’s probably being pulverized into 
a wellness trend at this very moment. 
The other can’t-miss dish was isaan 
sausage, a regional Thai street food 
made from pork with jasmine rice, 
garlic, and peppercorns over cabbage 
($13). Although it was noticeably dry 
on one visit, it had a fantastic snap and 
an unapologetic 
heterogeneous 
quality that’s 
so unlike many 
German-derived 
sausages. And it’s 
great with sticky 
rice, so never 
mind the rice in 
the filling. 
Focusing on the merits of each in- 
dividual dish obscures one key point, 
though, and that is that the presenta- 
tion and care are noticeable at every 
step. The crispy hodo tofu with “funky 
powder” ($9) has a just-so balance of 
salt-and-pepper, and even the shrimp 
pad thai ($13) is quite remarkable. 
“Old Skool” isn’t marketing-speak 
for hip. It’s a nod to the old country, 
before that signature noodle dish got 
bowdlerized for Americanized palates. 
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Isaan sausage -

The entrees’ menu category is called 
“What a Meal” for good reason. 
Because it’s the thing to do — read: 
People love it and it’s not expensive 
— Funky Elephant has a rotating soft- 
serve. The current flavor is mango, 
whose flavor is so faint that it’s akin 
to trying to discern Neptune in the 
night sky unaided, although serving it 
over sticky rice has a nice texture. Ina 
coy half-dare, a server seemed to en- 
courage us to taste it with some of the 
dried peppers, only to walk back her 
suggestion by way of ducking responsi- 
bility if we hated it. But we didn’t hate 
it; the creamy soft-serve neutralizes 
the heat in an almost one-for-one way, 
fighting it out across the taste buds. 
The question for San Francisco din- 
ers is this: Is Funky Elephant enough 
to lure people from the West Bay? I 
would say yes — or more specifically, I 
hope so, if people don’t pay too much 
attention to the fact that a restaurant 
with these culinary aspirations clearly 
relies on a heavy takeout trade. Be- 
cause don’t be a — y'know.

Enough Brits are of South Asian 
descent that Indian and Pakistani foods 
have permanently transformed English 
cuisine (although people likely bristle at 
the phrase “Let’s have a curry”). Simi- 
larly, immigrants from Turkey and the 
Middle East have influenced Swedish 
food. 

Husband-and-wife team Chef 
Roberth and Andrea Sundell of Hayes 
Valley’s warm, Californian-Scandina- 
vian restaurant PLAJ are set to open 
Stockhome in their hometown of 
Petaluma, and there are no Swedish 
meatballs to be found. 

Rather, the cuisine is Turk- 
ish-Levantine in a nod to Roberth’s 
childhood recollection of street food, 
which ranges far beyond pickled 
herring and husmanskost. (Eating 
seasonally in a Sonoma-esque way is 
hard in an oceanic climate at a north- 
erly latitude. Who among us could 
really be content with dark brown 
cream sauces and lingonberry jam for 
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months at at time?) 

Of a piece with the Scandinavian 
emphasis on bright contrasts, Stock- 
home serves things like hummus and 
baba ganoush with chili-pickled red 
onion, halloumi cheese baked until 
the squeak is almost gone, and cher- 
moula over grilled pitas, and a chicken 
shawarma with falafel, saffron-basma- 
ti rice, garlic yogurt, and hot tomato 
sauce will grilled onions. 

Because the Eastern Mediterra- 
nean is one of few places in the world 
where eating a salad doesn’t feel like 
you re missing out on all the fun, 
there’s also a fattoush with naan, 
tomato, radish, scallions, cucumber, 
red onion, herbs, and pomegranate 
molasses, as well as a tabbouleh with 
pearl barley, parsley, tomato, mint, 
chili garlic oil, and lemon. 

The 40-seat Stockhome has a 
separate dining room that can accom- 
modate another 10 warm bodies. And 
there will be candy. We're talking an 
entire wall of it: licorice, Swedish fish, 
Turkish delight, and the like. So firm 
a hold does sugar have on the Swedish 
mind that the country’s dentists had 
to meet people in the middle with the 
now-famous slogan, “All the sweets 
you want, but only once a week.” That 
would be Loérdagsgodis, meaning “Sat- 
urday’s candy.” Whoever said Swedes 
were dour?

It takes a very long time to open 
a business in San Francisco, but at How- 
ell’s, it was the bar itself that took nearly 
as long. Owner Nate Welch’s father took 
six months to carve it, and the result is a 
commanding yet flowing piece that looks 
as though it were carve from a single 
tree. Behind the bar, a similarly styled 
cabinet conceals an electrical panel, 
while behind that, a millennial-pink wall 


and louder, is always a shrewd move. 
Although Howell’s isn’t library-quiet, 
it is on the quieter western edge of 
Chestnut Street. But it’s fun, as befits 
Welch’s 10 years’ experience managing 
the more retail-oriented bar California 
Wine Merchant a few blocks east. A 
former Greek restaurant between Scott 
and Divisadero streets called Mezes, 
Howell’s relocated its predecessor’s 
staircase to push the bar closer to the 
front, making for better flow and a

Wringing a stable narrative out 


of a pop group's discography is difficult 


even when the band in question puts out 


the occasional rock opera. It’s very easy 


to stretch, too: Marge Simpson’s psychia- 


trist once tried to claim that The Mon- 
kees were about “rebellion and social 
upheaval.”

SF Weekly. “It’s a 
17th-century, Elizabethan work, but 
then it’s a genderbending pop-punk 
sort of postmodern mashup. 
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“People think it’s the 
story of the Go-Go's,” he 
adds. “Which it isn’t. It has 
nothing to do with them. 
It has to do with their 
songs.” 

Somehow, singles like 
“Our Lips Our Sealed,” 
“Vacation,” and “Vision of 
Nowness,” plus the Belin- 
da Carlisle solo hits “Heav- 
en Is a Place on Earth” 
and Mad About You,” have 
given birth to a comedy 
of involving a royal family 
trying to escape froma 
prophecy of the Oracle of 
Delphi. 

“The music actually 
lends itself” to this elabo- 
rate fantasia, Mayer says. 
“The mythology in the 
show is about “The Beat,’ 
and if there’s one concept 
you could apply to the Go- 
Gos’ music, it’s the beat. 

It infuses every one of 
their songs, and the way 
the songs line up with the 
blank verse — it shouldn't 
feel nearly as seamless as 
it does.” 

(For its part, “Heaven 
Is a Place on Earth” is 
riding a wave of renewed 
cultural resonance, having 
been the linchpin to Black 
Mirror’s “San Junipero,” 
perhaps that show’s finest 
episode to date.) 

Many Elizabethan plays revolve 
around a case of mistaken identity, 
often across gender lines. (Shakespeare 
in Love famously played on this via the 
period requirement that men play every 
role through the line “That woman is a 
woman!”). 

Rather than rely solely on the eas- 
ier laughs, Head over Heels involves 
cross-identification and gender-non- 
conforming actors in ambiguous roles. 
RuPaul’s Drag Race Season 9 runner-up 
Peppermint plays Pythio, the ora- 
cle, and the heartsick shepherd boy 
Musidorus puts on an elaborate Ama- 
zon warrior costume to bewitch every 
member of the royal family, like the 
character of The Visitor in Pier Paolo Pa- 
solini’s 1968 art-house film Teorema. 

“The king falls in love with him. The 
queen sees him peeing at a party, so she 
knows he’s a man and thinks it’s excit- 
ing that he’s in disguise, and she falls 
in love with him,” says Andrew Durand, 


who plays Musidorus. “The other prin- 
cess, who’s discovering that she’s a les- 
bian throughout the show, falls in love 
with the female persona. At the end, he 
discovers that he’s sort of genderfluid.” 

Channeling the first principle of 
improv comedy, Mayer calls this a “yes, 
and” approach. He had worked with 
Durand in Spring Awakening, the 2006 
Broadway musical about young lovers 
in 19th-century Germany, for which he 
won a Tony Award for Best Direction 
of a Musical. Mayer had also teamed 
up with John Cameron Mitchell on 
the stage adaptation of Hedwig and the 
Angry Inch, and for Head over Heels, he 
brought together a number of people 
from that production’s crew, including 
choreographer Spencer Liff, scene de- 
signer Julian Crouch, and costume de- 
signer Arianne Phillips, who dove deep 
into Tudor silhouettes for research. 

The resulting mise-en-scéne is nearly 
maximalist. 

“It’s very old-school, the way we’re 
doing it,” Mayer says. “It’s painted flats 
and drops. It’s like a toy theater from 
the Victorian Age. But it’s electrified 
— like steampunk in a way, only richly 
colorful and bright and poppy. And with 
lots of Swarovski crystals.” 

A deconstructed Times Square New 
Year’s ball with lots of pearls and be- 
jeweled hairdos sounds like something 
that’s destined to go straight to Broad- 
way, and in fact, Head over Heels is on 
the fast-track. As Curran owner Carole 
Shorenstein Hays remarked at a gather- 
ing several months ago to introduce the 
theater’s 2018 season, her daughter is a 
huge Go-Go's fan. Hays is championing 
this production personally. Founding 
member and rhythm guitarist Jane 
Wiedlin is a longtime San Francisco 
resident, and she and fellow Go-Go 
Charlotte Caffey have had creative input 
as well. 

While the idea of a “brand-new 
Elizabethan play written for our time” 
sounds most ambitious, it’s really 
all about the music — which the To- 
ny-winning Tom Kitt arranged witha 
light touch. 

“I definitely have a pretty pop-rock 
sound and a freakishly high voice,” 
Durand says. “And Belinda Carlisle has 
a low voice for a woman, so most of the 
songs are in the original key.”
